Apparently the most important 
feature of the meeting of the Ameri- 
can Social science association held at 
Saratoga, recently, was a paper by 
Judge Simon #. Baldwin, an eminent 
Connecticut jurist, devoted to critic- 


ising and condemning the alleged 
practice of uselessiy aud wrongly pro- 
longing the life of patients at the 
poli yf death. His argument was 
in part as foliows: 

“There are certain maladies that 
attack the human frame which are 
necessarily fatal . and others which 
naturally end in a speedy death, but 
may ve so treated as to lead toa pro- 
iracied state of weakness and suffer- 
ing, incompatible with any enjoyment 
of life or useful activity, and from 
which there can be no reasonable 
hope of ultimate recovery. In civil- 
ized nations, an particularly of late 
years, it has become the pride of many 
in the medical profession to prolong 
such lives at any cost, discomfort or 
pain to the sufferer, or of suspense 
er exhaustion to the family. The 
vital forces have been spent. The 
mainspring is broken and the watch 
has run down, It can be made to tick 
feebly for a minute or two by shaking 
it hard enough; but cui bono? Only 
another mamspring can mend it. 
Only another soul, another world, 
can give value to this human life that 
is ready to flicker out because it is 
worn out. The family ask the doctor 
if there is no hope and he responds 
with some sharp stimuiant; some hypo 
dermic injection; some transfuson or 
infusion to fill out for a few hours the 
bie s veins; seme device for 
bringing oxygen into the congested 
lungs that cannot breath the vital 
air; some cunning way of stimulating 
some other organ to do the stomach « 
work, The sufferer wakes to pair 
and gasps back to a few more day 
of life. Wh re they worth the having 
Do they bring life, or a parody of 
life? Has nature—that is, the divina 
order of things—been helped or 
thw: rted ?”

who hovered for weeks on the very 
threshold of the grave and yet 
O’Couner recovered and lived for a 
number of years.
